MUST HELP LOOSE HOLD ON AUSTRIA 


Washington, Dec. 4—President Wilson this afternoon asked 


Congress for an immediate declaration of war on Austria. 
He 


declared in his address opening the 65th Congress that any peace 
to which the United States can be a party must not only free the 
peoples of Northern France and Belgium but it must deliver also 
from Teutonic domination the peoples of Austro-Hungary, the 
Balkans and Turkey. 


"Our present and immediate task is to win the war and noth- 


ing will turn us from it until it is attained. 
Every power and 


every resource whether men, money or material will be assembled 
for that purpose. 
Those who desire to bring peace about before 


that purpose is achieved are counseled to cp.rry their Advice else- 
where." 


President Wilson said that America must renew the war for 


victory and Austro-Hungary 
must be formally listed among 


America's enemies so as to remove "that embarrassing obstacle 
that stands in our way." 


It was a crowded house which greeted the President as he 


mounted the rostrum at 12:30 
Representatives of all the allied 


nations were there and the uniformed officers of the armies of 
France, Great Britain and Italy mingled with the khaki clad offi- 
cers of the American army.

ited representatives that they are ready to agree to a settlement 
based upon justice and reparation. 
Germany has done a great 


wrong to Belgium that must be repaired. 
She has established 


her domain over other lands and people—over the great empire of 
Austro-Hungary the Balkans and Turkey—which she must re- 
linquish.

Germany succeeded by skill, industry and knowledge and we 


did not begrudge her but rather admired. 
She was secure by the 


peace of the world, but at the moment when she was in her 
triumph she conceived the idea of conquering the world by mili- 
tary and political domination by arms with which to oust those 
rivals which she feared and hated and which she could not expel. 
And the peace that we want must right that wrong.'' No re- 
arrangement of Austro-Hungary is the aim of the United States, 
the President emphasized. 
"It is no affair of ours what they do 


with their own life whether industrial or political. 
We have the 


desire to see that their affairs are left in their own hands—great 
or small. 


That the United States is not going to interfere in the inter- 


nal affairs of the German empire was made plain. 


"We intend no wrongs against the German empire and we 


will not interfere with her internal affairs. 
We should deem suclj 


an action as absolutely unjustifiable and absolutely contrary to 
the principles we have professed to hold most sacred throughout 
our life as a nation. 
We will not interfere with the independence 


of the German people. 


The worst that can come to the German people is, that if af- 


ter the war she is still controlled by vicious masters interested in 
disturbing the peace of the world it is possible to admit that she 
wll not be included in the partnership of nations. 
The wrongs 


that are committed in this war will have to be righted. 


"The embarrassing obstacle which stands in our way is that 


we are at war with Germany and not with her allies. I therefore 
urgently request that Congress immediately declare the United 
States at a state of war with Austro-Hungary. Austro-Hungary 
is not her own mistress but is the vassal of the German govern- 
ment.

In Producing of Milk Hen 


PRODUCERS ARE TO GET 


For some time a great deal of ap- 


prehension has been felt with regard 
to the milk supply for Clearfield be- 
cause of the fact that cattle-wer« 
disappearing from the farms and the 
iroducers of milk could not afford to 
my milk-producing rations for theft 
stock at the present price of those ra- 
ions. 


In order to stimulate the produc- 


iion of 
milk and discourage the 


slaughter of milk cows the Clearfield - 
Milk Depot has granted the producer* 
an increase of two cents per quart 
and today have raised the price of 
milk to the consumer to fourteen 
cp.ts per quart or they will sell a 
one dollar ticket entitling the pur- 
huser to seven and one-hall' quart* 
of milk, which will bring the price 
lown to thirteen and one-third cent* 
per quart. 


In the last three months the amount 


of milk being delivered to the Milk 
Depot by producers has decreased al- 
most fifty per cent. On two or three 
occasions there have been no city de- 
iveries at all and during this 
practically no one has been getinff all 
the milk they wanted to buy. The 
situation was growing worse. Tne 
entire county and adjoining counties 
were canvassed for a suply Lut then 
was none to be had. A, trip/thynijglt . 
the dairy sections revealed the aston- 
shing fact that many small''produc- 
ers had quit keeping cows altogether 
on account of the'cost 6t fte^!' 
'*•' 


To remedy the situatidn the Milk' '-. 


Depot called the 'producers, together ; 
recently and took the matter up with , 


view to offering some incentive 'to 


tho producer to continue in business;- £ 
and rehabilitate his depleted herds. 
After a great deal of discussion of 
the problem a price of nine cents per 
quart for the producer was agreed 
upon. 


The milk producers came to the 


meeting with lig-urcs of the cost of 
their production and cited the fact 
that while thoy wore being paid an 
net-ease of about sixty per cent over 
a few years ago feed and labor had, 
increased over one hundred per cent. 
in the same time. 


The burden of the increased 


will, of course, fall upon the consum- 
r and while it is the outside price or 
as much as consumers are paying in- 
any like locality it is to be hoped that 
the increased price to the producer 
will be such as to stimulate the dairy 
business of the community and lead 
to the breeding up of the herds of the 
producers in .such a manner as wlU 
insure an adequate supply of milk for 
many years to come. At present tluS 
Clearfield 
producers are furnlslilnjjc 


an excellent grade of milk. It t*«t» 
favorably with the best but the COWS 
arc not as large producers as they 
mjyht be and while it will take time 
to bring about better production the 
producers now have the incentive t». 
go aheard with plans for increasing 
their production.
